Americans Win Heights 
Which British Just 4 
Years Ago Were Hold- 
ing to Protect Evacua- 
tion From Cherbourg.

BARNEVILLE, Cherbourg Pen- 
insula, June 18 (Delayed). — The 
historic blitzkrieg of 1940 flew 
right back into the face of the 
Germans over the week end when 


the American Ninth Division 
turned Cherbourg peninsula into 
a gigantic mousetrap by striking 
across its base and cutting off 
Cherbourg and its environs from 
the interior of France. 

Four years from the day British 
Yrearguards fought a desperate ac- 
tion to protect the evacuation of 
Allied divisions from Cherbourg 
the Americans took the identical 
defending on that occasion and 
high ground that the British were 
made it a case of die or be cap- 
tured for those who remained to 
the north, 

Cherbourg is doomed and with 
{ts fall or capitulation the Allies 
will have their first principal port 
in France. 

It was just four years ago to- 
day that I fled from Tours to Bor- 
deaux in order to get a boat back 
to England after covering the war 
in Flanders and on the Somme. 
This afternoon I took some delight 
in sitting on a hilltop looking at 
the sea to the west of Cherbourg 
peninsula and watching our ar- 
tillery and aircraft pound the Ger- 
mans who were frantically trying 
to extricate themselves even as the 
British were trying to do in 1940. 

Futile Nazi Attack. 

The Germans had made one fu- 
tile attempt this morning when 
a force of infantry from their 
Seventy-seventh Division tried to 
break through to the south near 
St. Jacques de Nehou. With heavy 
tank support they nearly made 
the grade when somebody called 
for a “serenade” and every avail- 
able gun in our area suddenly put 
in six rounds on them. More than 
1000 shells exploded in their 
neighborhood in the next few min- 
utes and those who had been head- 
ed back toward Berlin and who 
were stil] intact retreated back- 
ward toward Bricquebec, the big 
crossroads to the north. 

There they met another column 
of Germans attempting to get out 
of the mousetrap and there, as 
they met in a magnificent traffic 
jam, they got one of the most con- 
centrated poundings from the air 
that we have delivered in this area 
so far. 

From this hill near Barneville 
we can still see our fighter-bomb- 
ers going in to blast columns 
which are either attempting to 
retreat through our lines or away 
from them. Now, for the first 
time, we are able to believe those 
fantastic stories the Russians have 
told of German confusion in re- 
treat. We saw some in Tunisia 
but we never expected to see it 
right here on the continent. 

Nazis “Running tn Circles.” 

(Associated Press Correspondent, 
Don Whitehead, who was with 
Stoneman, said the Germans “were 
running in circles and so confused 
that many prisoners said they did 
not know who their commanders 
were or where they were sup- 

ed to go.” 
 (hunerioane were behind. Ger- 
mans and Germans were behind 
Americans,” Whitehead wrote, 
“but the major difference was the 
Yanks knew their mission while 
the Germans did not know which 
way to turn.” 

(Whitehead characterized the 
German attempt to break through

The Fourth Division took the 
assault beach-landing job and 
having been with them we can 
testify that they never stopped. 
They did particularly outstanding 
work. 

Taken as a whole and with al- 
lowances for stage fright, our 
units all have done beautifully. 


Tribute to Negroes. 


No tribute to our units could be 
complete without mention of 
American Negro troops, who 
worked 24 hours daily bringing 
supplies ashore and up to the 
front-line units without ever re- 
fusing to go anywhere. They are 
definitely part of the party. 

While we are making these pri- 
vate citations, one deserves to go 
to Capt. Lindsey Nelson, of Colum- 
bia, Tenn., public relations officer 
of the Ninth Division. While cor- 
respondents and photographers 
have been batching it like a lot 
of untrained Boy Scouts and some 
have been sleeping under apple- 
trees in the rain, Lindsey has had 
a clean, well-run press camp, 
opperating at his division CP 
(command post) since the division 
went into action. 

The result is that the Ninth 
Division has received some of the 
credit due it for its magnificent 
performance.

NORMANDY BEACHHEAD 
BUSIEST FRENCH PORT 


More Shipping Lands in Day 
Than at Cherbourg Dur- 
ing Normal Month.

ON AN AMERICAN - HELD 
BEACH IN NORMANDY, June 19 
(AP).—This has suddenly become 
France’s busiest port. 

More shipping was landed here 
Sunday and sent into the Amer- 
ican lines than passed through 
Cherbourg during an entire month 
of normal operations. 

And still it is pouring in, Lib- | 
erty ships, LSTs (landing ships, 
tanks), and converted ocean liners 
lie off shore by the scores with 
their umbrella of barrage bal- 
loons. 

Their cargo bears a gimple sten- 
ciled code word for their destina- 
tion. To thousands of sailors and 
soldiers who toil here day and 
night this beach is their tempo- 
rary home town. All it needs is a 
chamber of commerce. 

Just Tents and Foxholes, 

There are no houses—just tents 
and foxeholes, * 

The foxholes with boards and 
dirt thrown over the top are the 
more desirable residences. The 
canvas G, I. tents aren't flak-proof.

advancing along Lake Ladoga, 
capturing numerous points. 

Govorov’s forces which launched 
the offensive nine days ago ap- 
peared to have broken the back of 
the Finnish Army after piercing 
the enemy's three lines in the de- 
fense of Karelia and prospects for 
an early complete victory over Fin- 
land seemed bright. Finnish com- 
munications were reported badly 
disrupted. 

Swedish dispatches from Hel- 
sinki described the position of the 
Finnish Army as “critical” and in 
Stockholm predictions were freely 
voiced that the fall of Viipuri 
might cause the Finns to sue for 
peace. Soviet capture of Viipuri 
after smashing through the Man- 
nerheim line ended the 1939-40 war 
between Finland and Russia. It 
has a normal population of 70,000.

Chairman Edwin Frank Jaeckle, 
National Committeeman J. Russel 
Sprague and+Herbert Brownell, 
Dewey's gubernatorial campaign 
manager, will hold a press confer- 
ence at 4 o'clock this afternoon. 
It was indicated that they would 
make clear Dewey's position with 
respect to a possible presidential 
nomination, 

The three conferred with Dewey 
Saturday and Sunday. The New 
York Times quoted them as fol- 
lows when they left New York by 
train for Chicago yesterday: 

Jaeckle—‘“I think he will accept 
if nominated.” 

Brownell—“My personal opinion 
is that the Governor will accept. 
Any good American would.” 

Sprague—“The Governor knows 
I am going to Chicago. He knows 
Mr. Brownell is going to Chicago, 
and he knows Mr. Jaeckle is going 
to Chicago.” 

There was no statement from 
Dewey, who never has announced 
his candidacy for the nomination. 


Bricker Gains Reported. 

There was talk along Chicago’s 
jammed hotel row, meanwhile, that 
Bricker, who has spoken in every 
section of the country, was enlist- 
ing some new delegate strength. 

There was talk that “anti-Dewey 
factions” were concentrating be- 
hind Bricker’s candidacy. 

While many Republicans thought 
it might be Dewey on the first 
ballot at Chicago Stadium next 
week, Roy D. Moore, Bricker's 
campaign manager, predicted 
Bricker would win the nomination 
“on the sixth or seventh ballot.” 

Senator Moore of Oklahoma, who 
heads Oklahoma's 23-vote delega- 
tion announced that he intended 
to support Bricker. In addition, a 
member of the West Virginia dele- 
gation predicted Bricker would 
have a majority of that States 
votes on the first ballot. 

Moore's announcement drew 
from Lew Wentz, Oklahoma na- 
tional committeeman, the asser- 
tion that a majority of Oklahoma 
Republicans favored Dewey. 

Mrs. Ruth Hanna McCormick 
Simms, self-described advance 
agent of the “draft Dewey” move- 
ment, predicted Dewey would win 
on the first ballot. She said a 
personal check convinced her a 
delegate majority from 14 states 
west of the Mississippi would 
support the New Yorker. 

Bricker disagreed with a state- 
ment by Campaign Manager Moore 
that Ohio would be a doubtful 
state in November unless Bricker 
was the Republican nominee. 

Moore said yesterday that “no 
one can write Ohio in the Repub- 
lican column unless Bricker heads 
the ticket.” 

‘Do you agree with that?” re- 

rters asked Bricker. 

“Ohio,” the Governor replied, “is 
a Republican state, both national 
and state.”

WASHINGTON, June 19 (AP).—

cel steps to restore civilian pro- 
duction if they interfered in any 
way with the war program, 

He testified before the Truman 
War Investigating Committee, on 
reconversion problems and a WPB 
modification of restrictions on use 
of aluminum and magnesium. 

Senator Ferguson (Rep.), Mich- 
igan, brought from Nelson a state- 
ment that 200,000 workers should 
be shifted from their present loca- 
tions “tomorrow” to “things badly 
needed in the war effort.” 

Ferguson asked whether plans 
for civilian production have result- 
ed in any tendency in labor or in- 
dustry to slow war production so 
labor shifts would not be required. 

Nelson said he did not. know of 
any such case and added empha- 
sizing every word by a motion 
with an unlighted pipe: 

‘If I find this is preventing 
shifts, we would have to change 
it, I will not hesitate for one min- 
ute to back up on what I’ve done.” 

Lists Needed Items, 

He said he thought assurances 
that consideration is being given 
their problems might actually spur 
workers on war jobs.

province, China, was announced 
at Chungking. A communique said 
Chinese troops had been forced to 
give up that town, whose capture 
was announced June 11 as the big- 
gest success of their offensive west 
of the Salween River. The Chinese, 
however, continued to press their 
offensive toward Burma and an- 
nounced that other forces reached 
the outskirts of Watien, 20 miles 
north of Tengchung. Tengchung is 
40 miles northwest of Lungling.) 

In northern Burma Allied troops 
compressed further the Japanese 
defense arcs at Mogaung and 
Myitkyina. Chinese troops are 
now about a mile north of Mo- 
gaung after gaining two and a 
half miles since their capture of 
Parentu, to the northwest. A 
junction of the Chinese with Brit- 
ish airborne Chindits east of Mo- 
gaung appeared imminent as Maj. 
Gen, W. D. A. Lentaigne’s forces 
penetrated to within 200 yards of 
the Mogaung valley bridge. Mop- 
ping up operations were continued 
in the newly captured Japanese 
supply base of Kamaing, 20 miles 
north of Mogaung.

in the 200-meter senior competi- 
tion yesterday. Wykoff won the 
century in 1928 and one has to go 
all the way back to 1913 to find 
the name of the last schoolboy 
that won the furlong dash. That 
was the year Howard Drew ac- 
complished the feat. 


The 200-meter triumph, achieved 
by a matter of inches over New 
York’s Ed Conwell in the fast time

NEW ROCHELLE, N. Y., June 
19 (AP).—Par golf just isn’t good 
encugh any more, 

Three years ago, at Fort Worth, 
Tex., Craig Wood of Mamaroneck, 
N. Y., was three over par figures 
for 72 holes, but won the last 
National Open golf championship. 

In. the Red Cross Open at Wy- 
kagyl,. which closed yesterday, 
Wood was one under par for 72 
holes, and finished seventh at 287. 
Vic Ghezzi, the Army sergeant 
from Deal, N. J., was nine under 
par at 279—and could do no better 
than second. 

Byron Nelson, the tall Texan 
now playing from Toledo, O., tore 
the rugged par-72 layout apart 
with successive rounds of 69-69-66 
and 71 to take down the $2666.65 
first prize with 275 total—13 
strokes fewer than the card said 
he should have taken. 

And he was 13 under par, de- 
spite eight holes on which he 
slipped over for bogies. He made 
up that deficit with 19 birdies and 
a screaming eagle. The eagle came 
on the 487-yard ninth hole, which 
he reached with a wood and a No. 
2 iron, and then holed a 10-foot 
putt, 

The victory ran Nelson's win- 
nings for the year to $14,341, just 
behind Harold (Jug) McSpaden of 
Philadelphia who has profited by 
$15,100 in war bonds and stamps. 
Between them, Nelson and Mc- 
Spaden have won seven of the 12 
tournaments this season, Nelson 
being six strokes ahead of his foe 
over that route. 

Mike Turnesa of White Plains, 
N. Y., finished third in the Wy- 
kagyl classic with 284, and Gene 
Sarazen of Darien, Conn., twice 
winner of the National Open, was 
fourth with 285.

A Matter of 
Vast Distances 


Fleet Far at Sea and 
off Base but Jap 
Navy Still Is in 
Hiding.

HE American civilian can best 
T appreciate the invasion of 
Saipan in the Marianas by 
fixing in mind the vast Pacific 
distances involved. 

Superimpose a map of the Unit- 
ed States on the Pacific Ocean. 
Let New York City be the Amer- 
ican naval base at Kwajalein 
Lagoon in the Marshalls. (You 
can’t use New York for Pearl 
Harbor as a atarting point be- 
cause you would run off the map.) 
Saipan is 1150 miles to the west. 
About 700 miles out (Chicago), 
the invasion fleet passes a point 
opposite Japan’s air and naval 
base of Truk, 400 miles to the 
south (in Tennessee).

Justice Roberts’ speech, reported in 
the Post-Dispatch June 14, tells us that 
if we have the courage to cast our lot 
with men of other lands for world order, 
let us do so wholeheartedly and in a 
way that will give some hope of success. 

No nation must have an escape clause, 
but all must stand faithfully with all 
other nations. 

Along with this idea from Justice Rob- 
erts’ speech I quote from the Rockefeller 
Foundation Review for 1943, by Ray- 
mond B. Fosdick, on page 33: “The su- 
preme question which confronts our gen- 
eration today—the question to which all 
other problems are merely corollaries 
—is whether our technology can be 
brought under control. Is man to be 
the master of these destructive energies 
he has created, or is he to be their vic- 
tim? In brief, has man the wisdom and 
the ethical and spiritual powers to con- 
trol the forces which he has himself let 
loose?” 

Page 35: “We must be fearless in our 
devising, ready to cast out intolerance 
and partisan advocacy, unafraid of new 
plans for co-operative action, even when 
they run counter to traditions and tech- 
niques which have long been cherished. 
For the peril we face is real and imme- 
diate, and we need the boldness, the 
adaptability and the buoyant faith of 
the pioneers if we are to meet it.”

The We Way the World Moves 


The irresistible force of social democracy which 
hag tumbled in disorder, like a cataract, from the 
last century into our own, now broadens to be- 
come one of the great streams of the world, It is 
moving inexorably from the present into the fu- 
ture. Some of the most astute men of our time 
have grasped its importance and are moving with 
it. It is only the ghost of a long-dead nineteenth 
century that begs the waters to halt their course, 

In today’s Mirror of Public Opinion, a brief 
Time magazine review of the British Govern- 
ment’s Woolton Plan, we see the trend at work 
in ene nation, The Conservative party of Britain 
recognizes a new function of democratic govern- 
ment—the responsibility for maintaining stabil- 
ized employment and preventing depressions. 
“This involves,” in the words of the report, “a 
new approach and a new responsibility for the 
state.” 

It also involves, as a concept, a compact sys- 
tem of sdcial security, a form of the Beveridge 
Plan, including health as well as job insurance. 
As a philosophy of government, it means simply 
that the state must guarantee its citizens social 
and economic rights as well as political and civil 
liberties, and that unless it does so, democracy as 
we know it will not survive. 

Dorothy Thompson has watched the same force 
at work on the Continent. It is not a question, 
she has written, of capitalism versus Socialism in 
the kinds of government European states will set 
up after the war, but of what kind of Socialism. 
The workings of the French Consultative Assem- 
bly in Algiers have been a kind of dress rehearsal 
of the pattern of social democracy that tomor- 
row’s Europe will be striving for. 

It has, for example, taken steps to prevent 
ownership of the press by industrialists, men who 
were willing to buy and sell influence on public 
opinion as though it were a commodity. It is 
looking ahead to a France fortified by a strong 
central government and new economic controls 
against the tragic mistakes of the past. It re- 
flects the thinking that will build a France de- 
termined to reassess the interlocking responsibil- 
ities of the citizen and his state. 

The platforms of the major Italian parties fol- 
low the same pattern. First on the list of even 
the most conservative is agrarian reform and a 
measure of state control or ownership of those in- 
dustries and services that have given unscripu- 
lous men too great a power over the nation’s en- 
tire economy. The trend is the same in Yugo- 
slavia and among Greek anti-monarchial groups. 

Two of the most important contributions to the 
pool of American thought along the lines of pre- 
serving democracy by broadening its foundations 
have been made by the President and Wendell 
Willkie. Mr. Roosevelt's Bill of Economic Rights, 
including the rights to health, and education and 
to work, is the charter a nation that means to 
move with the world must adopt. Mr. Wilikje 
wrote last week: 


The plain facts are that Europe and Great 
Britain are moving as they are in economic 
thinking because of an insistent demand on 
the part of those millions of men who labor 
but do not direct. They demand that they 
shall be protected against the hazards and 
unpredictable destruction of human values 
involved in the violent fluctuations of mod- 
ern industrial life. 

The Republican party ... must realize the 
inevitability and the justness of the people’s 
demand for both protection and opportunity. 


The Wall Street Journal and the New York 
Journal of Commerce cried fie! on the Woolton 
report. These publications, and the school of 
thought they represent, will do better to analyze 
and move with the tide that otherwise might en- 
gulf them.

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The Hit-and-Miss Rocket Bomb 


A fleet of German bombing planes could inflict 
far more damage on Britain, and in places where 
it would really hurt, than can be accomplished 
by the hit-and-miss robot plane, or “comet bomb,” 
now being used by the Nazis and hailed by them 
as the long-threatened “secret weapon.” 

However, there are no bombing planes to spare. 
If there were, the Nazis would be using them in 
an effort to stop the flow of men and supplies 
to the Norman beachhead. The best they can 
muster is this blind bombardment of Britain by 
a weapon whose chief value to the attackers is 
psychological. But after the novelty and the 
mystery of this random missile wear off, even 
that value will subside. 

Since the flying bomb can only be pointed in 
the general direction of England, there is a huge 
waste of metal and explosives in its extensive 
use. Many of the bombs, unaimed ag they are, 
will land in open country, or will destroy points 
Of course, if enough of 
them are fired, some will do damage, but the 
process is much like flinging a handful of pebbles 
at a tree in the hope of hitting a squirrel. 

Since the spectacular new weapon is of such 
slight military value, its use shows the Nazis’

The Case of Bolivia 

It is reported that the State Department, by 
the end of this week, will recognize the Villarroel 
Government of Bolivia, which came into power 
last December by overthrowing the regime of 
President Penaranda. Various South American 
governments apparently have made known their 
impatience with United States delay in his regard, 
so it would seem the State Department, instead 
of taking the lead, is having its hand forced. 

When Villarroel’s revolution succeeded, it was 
widely misrepresented to the people of the United 
States that he headed a pro-Nazi, pro-Argen- 
tina conspiracy. Indeed, the State Department 


itself appears not to have understood the nature ° 


of the revolt and helped spread the misinterpre- 
tation placed upon it. Surely, it should have re- 
ceived a correct analysis from Ambassador Pierre 
Boal, but Boal, it seems, was so close to the tin 
mine masters of Bolivia that he could not be de- 
pended upon to understand the upheaval. 

For months the Villarroel Government has 
shown every desire to demonstrate its friendli- 
ness to the United States and to the cause of the 
United Nations. It has favored the United States 
against Argentina in trade, such as in badly 
needed quinfhe. It hag resisted heavy pressure 
from Argentina to favor her in trade. It has 
rounded up pro-Nazis who played a most impor- 
tant part in Bolivia's social and economic life, 
and who enjoyed immunity under the Penaranda 
regime, and shipped them to internment camps. 
It has sent Minister of Labor Andrade to Wash- 
ington, where he made a profound impression, to 
plead for recognition. 

Despite these and many other evidences of Vil- 
larroel’s friendliness to us, the State Department 
hag remained aloof. Meantime, its own Avra 
Warren, Ambassador to Panama, was compiling 
a report, released some time ago, which conclud- 
ed that the Villarroel Government has “commit- 
ted itself irrevocably to the cause of the United 
Nations.” It would have been logical to accom- 
pany the pubjication of that report with recog- 
indeed, the failure to do so now places 
the State Department ip an embarrassing posi- 
tion. Recognition now becomes an anticlimax, 
We have lost the prestige that prompt and de- 
cisive leadership would have given us, 

What must South American countries think of 
us when, first, we fail to understand the nature 
of a governmental upheaval in Bolivia and then, 
even after we are set right by Ambassador 
Warren, we delay in extending a friendly hand 
to a regime that has done everything to show its 
warmth toward our cause? Is entrance into the 
United Nations like entrance into an exclusive 
and snobbish club, to be gauged by a nation’s 


. party manners or by the cut of its jib? 
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A Name to Give the War 


President Roosevelt is trying to popularize, as 
a designation for the debacle into which the 
whole world is plunged, the name, “The Tyrants’ 
War.” It would be a rash prophet indeed who 
would predict the proposed title would take hold. 

The name is not apt. “Second World War,” or 
“World War II” is undoubtedly the designation 
used by most persons who are more explicit 
than the generic term, “The war.” But what does 
it matter? A war by any other name would smell 
as bad, unless we, the world, could earn for it 
one pre-eminent title. Do we have the sense to 
be able to let it be named a hundred years from 
now and to let it bear the only name that would 
matter: “The Last War'’? 
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A Grudging Subsidy Accord 

The subsidy agreement reached by the Senate 
and House conference ig half-hearted, hedged in 
with a clause which would prevent extension of 
this useful device to new ccmmodities without 
the specific consent of Congress—but it at least 
continues the program in effect. 

Plainly, the consumer owes very little to the 
majority of members of Congress for the fact that 
Government subsidy protects his purse against 
inflated prices of milk, butter, meats and flour. 
Four months ago Congress, extending the life 
of the Commodity Credit Corporation, enacted a 
rider which would have eliminated subsidies. 
Only the President’s veto protected the consumers 
then. Now, the conference agreement, arrived 

a bare two weeks before the present law will 
expire, renews the legislation grudgingly and al- 
most condemningly. 

In scarcely another field has Congress shown 
itself so pliable to special interests as in the field 
of price control, and, more especially, subsidy. 
After the pending renewal, and before subsidy 
legislation comes up again, members who have 
been voting for high food prices should take 
the pains to learn for themselves what the con- 
sumers’ needs are in this matter instead of lis- 
tening to the illogical arguments of the Amer- 
ican Farm Bureau Federation. 
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Battles Change Production Neéds 


The WPB has tackled the delicate problem of 
preparing American factories for rapid conver- 
sion to peacetime production without slowing the 
output of war materials. Its order relaxing re- 
strictions on materials and authorizing planning 
for postwar products sensibly reverses an old 
maxim, to make it read, “In time of war, pre- 
pare for peace.” 

That all this can be only tentative and ppe- 
liminary at present is shown, however, by the 
military’s simultaneous demand for an “extreme- 
ly heavy” increase in tank production. Fewer 
men but more tanks than expected were lost in 
the first stage of the invasion. The production 
front therefore is called on to replenish the sup- 
ply for the coming battles with the Nazis’ panzer 
specialist, Rommel. 

Any worker who reads the WPB order as a 
warning to get out of war production into a civil- 
ian job had better think again, however. There 
will be cutbacks in certain lines of military sup- 
plies, but there will be sharp increases in others, 
as in tanks, to keep up with the changing needs 
of battle. Victory and peacetime production can 
be hastened by war-plant workers remaining on 
the job, while the WPB lays its plans to provide 
them with continued employment after the war,

From Time 


U. 8. citizens got their first look last 
week at the newest governmental plan to 
solve the No. 1 postwar problem; un- 
employment. The plan came, not from 
Washington, but from London. 

Issued there in the form of an official 
White Paper by Lord Woolton, Minister 
of Reconstruction, it may well turn out to 
be a historic document, not only for the 
English, but for Americans. The reason: 
Winston Churchill's Government became 
the first major democratic government to 
shoulder a broad, new, postwar govern- 
mental responsibility: the prevention of 
depressions. 


Soon the U. S., along with other govern- 
ments, will almost certainly have to make 
similar undertakings. But the U. S. will 
be handicapped by Washington's late start. 


An Approach to Fundamentals 


For the Woolton paper is the result of 
more than two and a half years’ exacting 
work. During that time, the New Deal has 
done little. Innumerable congressional and 
administrative- bureau “postwar planning 
committees” are making snail’s progress in 
a dozen different directions, without policy 
guidance from the top. 


The White Paper is a basic undertaking. 
It attacks problems fundamental to de- 
mocracies. It is not a one-man brain 
wave; the British Treasury and Minister 
of Labor Ernest Bevin helped frame it, 


Last week, the Daily Herald (Labor) 
called it a “revolutionary manifesto.” But 
if it were, it could only be such because 
of its new assumptions of the responsibili- 
ties of democracies. Financially, it is con- 
servative, 

The White Paper accepts the idea of 
Government deficits in lean years (which 
the New Deal has practiced), but sticks to 
budget-balancing over the trade cycle as a 
whole. It does not promise full employ- 
ment. Instead it aims simply to “maintain” 


(i. e., stabilize) employment and to en- 


courage trade expansion. 


Four Roads to Stability 


The White Paper lists four requirements 
to achieve this end: 


1, Greater exports than ever before (even 
by restricting home consumption), since 
Britain has had to sell the great bulk of 
her foreign investments, which formerly 
paid for a large part of her imports. 


2. Stabilizing, where possible, the amount 
of private investment from year to year, 

38. Public works carefully adjusted to 
compensate for swings of'private invest- 
ment. 4 


4. Pumping out consumer purchasing 
power when private investment falls off. 


Of the generally conservative means then 
proposed to achieve stabilized employment, 
one is fairly new: manipulation of the in- 
terest rate by the Treasury, as well as the 
banks,’ to increase or decrease private in- 
vestment. Another has been much talked 
of but seldom tried: increasing taxes in 
prosperous times, decreasing them in 
slumps. 

The first British criticisms of the plan 
concentrated on the improbability of the 
Government’s recognizing a boom or a de- 
pression, and then taking the proper steps 
in time, and on the likelihood that the 
meang proposed would be inadequate. 

Lord Woolton made it clear that, even 


if his proposals are accepted, the British 
Government knows that it is pioneering, 
that it expects to meet difficulties and 
adopt new techniques, 


Nonetheless, the White Paper says flatly 
that the Government is willing to take 
“the responsibility for taking action at the 
earliest possible stage to arrest a threat- 
ened slump. This involves a new approach 
and a new responsibility for the state.” 


Said Lord Woolton to the press: “We 
have discarded, and I hope forever, the 
old theory that you can cure unemploy- 
ment by deflation, by lowering standards 
of living. That idea belongs now with the 
medical theory that you could cure a 
patient by bleeding him.” 


Said Ernest Bevin with Laborite em- 
phasis: “We have found that we can no 
longer starve people to death quickly 
enough to restore the balance inside a 
free market.” 


A Difference in Patterns 


Actually, the postwar patterns of the 
United States and Britain will be far from 
identical, partly because Britain must live 
on her exports, and partly because even 
British liberals are cartel-minded, while 
the United States, liberal and conservative 
alike, is anti-monopoly-minded. 


But both have been faced by the same 
overhanging problem: Shall Government 
shoulder the responsibility of providing jobs 
or shall private industry do it, under the 
widest possible free enterprisé? In the 
White Paper, Britain gave its answer. 


But the first comment on it in the United 
States emphatically drove home the prob- 
ability that the United States muat find a 
different answer. The Wall Street Journal 
hotly damned the White Paper as a plan 
“to make Britons slaves.” Said the Jour- 
nal: “It remains to be seen whether Par- 
liament will acquiesce in such a degree of 
authoritarianism, in so nearly a complete 
abandonment of the  private-enterprise 
economy.” 

Chimed in Manhattan’s Journal of Com- 
merce: “American conditions will call for 
a different plan, one in which the major 
reliance is placed upon free enterprise 
rather than upon state controls.” 


MORE WOMEN THAN MEN

At long last, the United States has be- 
come a “she” nation, for the duration at 
least, The Bureau of Census places the pop- 
ulation as of July 1, 1942, exclusive of armed 
forces then abroad, at 134,633,028, with an 
excess of females numbering 644,196, The 
excess of males which prevailed from the 
settlement of Jamestown in 1607 through 
1941 has disappeared, 

With the exception of a few colonial na- 
tions ike Australia and Canada and some 
of the Balkan states, the United States was 
the only nation in the nineteenth century 
with a surplus of men, New countries are 
nearly always “he” countries, although in 
the early days of Mobile, Ala., when it was 
a French settlement, the women took ‘over 
and set up a “petticoat government” while 
the boys were away to the wars. 

While we were a nation with excess men, 
Europe had a feminine net balance, partly 
because of the United States. Immigration 
here, which for many years topped a mil- 
lion new arrivals, had a heavy preponder- 
ance of males, 


A Valuable Study of Jap Mind 
Warns of War Lords Trickery 


“Nippon; The Crime and Punishment of Japan,” by 
Willis Lamott. (John Day Ce., New York.) 
This significant book is the end of a 

long search, an exploration into the Japa- 

nese mind and ideology. 

For 16 years, Willis Lamott was a mis- 
sionary teacher in Japan, and when he 
sensed what was going on in higher circles, 
he began collecting the pamphlets and 
books that were the intellectual fare of the 
young Japanese. Out of these and his per- 
sonal experience, he has constructed a very 
serious and valuable book that erases many 
of the fallacies about our Far Eastern en- 
emy, and substitutes many provocative 
facts for the discarded misconceptions,

The author identifies himself on the first 
page as a man who believes neither in be- 
ing brutal about the punishment of the 
Japanese people nor hampered by kid 
gloves. He displays a mixture of humanity 
and good sense rare in these days of Ba- 
taan aftermath: r 

“The crime of Japan is not the crime 
against China or the peoples of Southeast 
Asia. It is not Nanking, or Pearl Harbor, 
or Singapore. It is a crime primarily 
against herself and against civilization.” 

For his last two years in Japan, Lamott 
sat on a hot griddle. He was forever be- 
ing called into court by the police, but in- 
atead of deportation or jail, he was usual- 
ly asked to “remain at home for a while 
as an apology” for hia sedition. When he 
did leave, in 1938, it was on his own voli- 
tion. 

His analysis of the Japanese educational 
system is a book in itself. He describes it 
as a system of “transmission, mental regi- 
mentation and the impartation of officially 
selected facts and officially approved 
ideas.” That summary should do for Ger- 
many and the other Fascist nations as 


well, » 
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Emperor worship he defines as the base 
of Japanese Fascism. It must be wiped out, 
he argues, before the later Fascism that 
attached to it can be eliminated with any 
degree of permanence, 

He warns that (like the Nazis) the Jap- 
anese war lords, once their doom seems 
certain, will pretend to abdicate, throw up 
a smoke screen and put their hirelings into 
power. Their hope is that, once official 
leadership of the new Japan is safely con- 
trolled, they can wait until the heat is off, 
and then try it again. Fascism, whether 
Aryan or yellow-Aryan, can be charged 
with every crime in the book, but not with 
stupidity.

CAUSING UNREST 


Asserts Employers Take 
Advantage of Them to 
Provoke Labor, Asks 


for New Policies. 


WASHINGTON, June 19 (AP). 
—The CIO executive board yester- 
day established committees to 
combat the employment problems 
which accompany cutbacks in war 
contracts and to protest to the 
War Labor Board against policies 
a nd delays which it called harm- 
ful to wage earners’ living stand- 
ards. 

The CIO board also called upon 
the WLB, and the Federal Gov- 
ernment in general, to “cease 
forthwith to rely on the Bureau 
of Labor Statistics index as a 
measurement of wartime living 
costs.” 

CIO President Philip Murray 
will name the committee, which is 
to present a “statement of the 
abuses that have been heaped 
upon labor through the policies of 
the board and the arrogance and 
shortsightedness of its adminis- 
trative personnel, and to obtain 
the necessary relief.” 

The resolution restated “com- 
plete support” of the WLB itself 
as an agency which “must be con- 
tinued.” 

But it followed with “our most 


vigorous condemnation of the con-' 


tinued application by the board 
of its policies which are causing 
interminable delays in the disposi- 
tion of cases, the deterioration of 
the living standards of wage earn- 
ers with the wage freeze in the 
face of the rising cost of living, 
the negation of collective bargain- 
ing and destruction of hard-won 
standards achieved by trade un- 
ions over many years.” 

The resolution asserted that em- 
ployers are using “the deficiencies 
and the shortcomings in the poll- 
cies and the administrative ma- 
chinery of the board to provoke 
labor and to cause political con- 
fusion and national unrest.” 

It had been expected that the 
CIO group would consider the 
problems raised by employers who 
hold that they are outside WLB 
authority because they are not in 
direct war production, with em- 
phasis on the Montgomery Ward 
& Co. dispute. 

A spokesman said Ward's was 
not mentioned “by name” in the 
discussion that predicted adoption 
of the resolution, but the first 
clause in the resolution’s preamble 
set forth the CIO position. With- 
out mentioning war work, it said 
the WLB “was originally estab- 
lished as a tri-partite agency to 
dispose of all disputes between 
management and labor that could 
not be resolved through collective 
bargaining and mediation.” 

The highest worker morale for 
productive efficiency in support of 
the armed forces is imperative, 
the resolution said, but it assert- 
ed that present WLB policies “are 
actually causing the most intens 
unrest and resentment.” ;

WASHINGTON, June 19 (AP).

Last week it appeared the Sen- 
ate probably would go along with 
the House in voting $500,000 for 
the government agency which has 
the presidentially-assigned job of 
trying to settle disputes over rac- 
ial discrimination. The appropria- 
tion is included in a $1,030,000,000 
measure providing funds for war 
agencies, 

In debate today, Senator East- 
land of Mississippi asserted Sid- 
ney Hillman, chairman of the CIO 
Political Action Committee, “is 
just as much a Communist as 
Stalin himself” and “is the driving 
force” behind the Fair Employ- 
ment Practices Committee. 

“We are much closer to a dicta- 
torship by the Communist-CIO 
than the people of this country re- 
alize,” he asserted. 

A showdown is expected tomor- 
row and, if enough Republicans 
go along to let Southern Demo- 
crats win their point, a Senate- 
House committee would have to 
try to figure out a compromise. 
That would take time, and there 
isn’t much ieft before recess. 


11 Money Measures. 

Besides, Congress has to do a 
lot of work on a lot of other bills 
before it can quit. The war agen- 
cies appropriation is one of 11 
money measures, authorizing 
nearly 60 billion of spending, 
which are in various stages of leg- 
islative maturity. The biggest is a 
49 billion War Department appro- 
priation, approved by the Senate 
Appropriations Committee today. 
It has been passed by the House. 

The Senate Committee struck 
out a House provision which would 
have prohibited additions to the 
specialized program for training 
doctors and dentists by the Army.

Part of the money for building it came from lot- 
teries. Congress was very niggardly in ite appropriations in 
those days.

GEORGE WASHINGTON, who helped supervise the con- 
struction of the White House until the week of his death, al- 
ways referred to it as the Federal Palace or Mansion. ... 
With typical modesty, which should be a lesson to some of the 
politicians of our day, he never called the City of Washington 
by that name... . To him, whether in public or private, Wash- 
ington was always the Federal City... . It took eight years, 
from 1792 to 1800, to make the White House ready for its first 
eccupant, John Adams, but the place was so uncomfortable 
Adams and his wife, Abigail, spent:as much time away from 
it as they could at their own estate in Massachusetts. . 
The sit-down strike is neither new nor novel... . It was tried 
way back in 1800 by the crews working on the White House. 
They were ordered to move out of the shacks on the White 
House grounds in which many lived with their families, so 
these unsightly structures could be razed, .. . They refused 
because they had nowhere to move and staged the first sit- 
down strike in protest. | 
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DIPLOMATS NOW consider Washington the prize post. 
It wasn't so in the old days. Washington and particularly the 
gite of the White House were considered so unhealthy the Brit- 
ish Government decreed its representatives should be awarded 
additional pay for serving there. . . . It did not become the 
White House officially until Theodore Roosevelt moved in. He 
ordered that simple name engraved on hin official letterheads 
after it had been almost completely rebuilt. . . . The White 
House staff has never been known to betray an important 
secret. . .'. Woodrow Wilson, whose life is being dramatized 
on the screen by Darryl F. Zanuck under the title, “Wilson,” 
inadvertently made known his decision to declare war on Ger- 
many to at least two members of the White House staff, but 
not a word leaked out in advance of the official declaration. 


Some members of the staff also knew of his plans to wed

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GRUFF OLD ANDREW CARNEGIE during his lifetime 
saw to it that the White House had plenty of Scotch, no matter 
who was President. . . .

am a unique case, Dr. Crane,” she commented by way of 

introduction. “My thoughts are being broadcast to neigh- 
bors and even to strangers. I must be psychic. When I am 
on the street and happen to have a certain idea, the next person 
I pass will nod his head in agreement, I have no privacy in my 
mind anymore. People tune in on my brain by means of 
radio or something. Wherever I go, I find men who will re- 
spond with the answer to an idea that I haven’t even — 
Dr. Crane, how can I prevent having my thoughts broadcast? 
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MILLICENT’S trouble isn’t a rarity, for almost every day 
I receive a letter from some woman who believes that she is a 
victim of a strange psychic or electrical force that makes her 
do the will of a distant man. Last week, for example, I had a 
letter from Denver from a middle-aged woman who said she 
was a victim of a “radio eye” which Henry Ford was using 
on her to rob her of all will power and make her his slave. 
These victims of such delusions are probably demonstrating 
what we call “projection.” They are secretly indulging in 
fancies with reference to a member of the opposite sex. Then 
they project the credit for such ideas upon the man to whom 
they are basically attracted. And finally, in deference to their 
conscience, they blame the other party for thus hounding them 
with suggestions or robbing them of their will power. 
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PECULIAR IDEAS or obsessions don’t mean that you are 
insane, for many nqrmal people have some quirk that makes 
them eccentric. As long as they can get along with reasonable 
success in modern society, however, they are called sane, But 
when they lose their perspective to the point where they re- 
peatedly violate social customs and conventions, or can no 
longer win friends or a regular pay check, then we investigate 
them as regards their sanity. Insanity is of two general types. 
The first is organic, and is based on damage to the brain by 
chemical poisons, as alcohol, lead, etc., or disease, as in the 
case of syphilis, Functional insanity, in which classification is 
included the big subdivisions of manic-depressive and schizo- 
phrenia, formerly called dementia precox, includes the majority 
of insane cases. If men and women were properly adjusted in 
sex matters, I believe we'd havescarcely any victims of such 
insanity. Early and happy marriage would have prevented most 
of these functional types of insanity now occurring in single 
men and women, which is one reason why I've been urging 
some philanthropist to endow a modern scientific dating bureau.

OW I am not going to advo- 
N cate that you wear liquid 

stockings because you can no 
fonger get silk or nylon. But I 
am going to suggest that you give 
your feet and legs better care so 
that the hose you do have might 
wear you longer and your legs 
look lovelier to boot. 


Many a hose snag or a sole hole 
is due to indifferent grooming of 
the feet and legs. You must keep 
your nails smoothly filed straight 
across the toes, all hangnails 
clipped off, all callouses softened, 
if you wish to get maximum serv- 
ice from your stockings. A week- 
ly pedicure and a twice weekly 
foot massage should be sufficient. 
(Foot massage also eases facial 
wrinkles—bear that in mind!) 


And you will have to admit that 
it takes a smooth leg to wear 
sheer stockings—whether they be 
ailk, nylons or wartime rayons, It 
ls an @asy job to remove super- 
fluous hair from the leg, if the 
growth is dark and heavy. A 
cream of paste depilatory is spread 
over the hair growth, allowed to 
remain for 15 or 20 minutes and 
then rinsed off with warm water, 
Or you may use the heated wax 
method which is considered one of 
the safest and most satisfactory.

OME is the best place for lit- 
H o- children. It is the only 

place for babies. They should 
not be taken visiting, making 
trips in trains and boats. They 
ought not to be taken to the 
movies. They should be kept out 
of crowds. They should be shield- 
ed from the excitement of many 
people about them. Babies need 
peace, calm, quiet in which . to 
grow. 

A crowded movie house is no 
place for an infant in arms be- 
cause the air is impure, germs are 
abroad, because a crowd creates a 
feeling of pressure and excitement 
in a child which is bad for him. 
His body is not conditioned against 
these experiences and they are 
likely to harm him. 

But the mother must stay home 
unleas she can take the baby and 
she has been home all day, many 
days, with him. She needs the re- 
lief of the movies. That is true. 
It is true, too, that there are few 
mothers so alone in the world that 
there is no choice between taking 
the baby to such places or remain- 
ing at home, Aunts, grandpar- 
ents, friends, are usually glad to 
mind the baby for an evening. 

Going to church is another 
problem. The baby isn’t to go to 
church for the same reason that 
he is not to go to movie houses. 
Somebody must be found to stay 
with the baby during service, That 
is not impossible. When he is old- 
er there is the church nursery to 
care for him during service, but 
in his helpless infancy the family 
help out.

HE TERM “dyspepsia” de- 
T notes not a diagnosis, but a 

group of symptoms related to 
digestion for which a cause or 
more usually a group of causes 
must be sought by the scientific 
physician. The symptom groups 
may mask a major disease, such 
as tuberculosis, anemia or gall- 
bladder infection. Only after all 
such possibilities have been elim- 
inated is the diagnostician justi- 
fied in calling the case of indi- 
gestion before him minor or func- 
tional. 

The symptoms described by the 
dyspeptic are in the order of fre- 
quency—fullness in the stomach 
or bowel region, in the vulgate 
called bloating, then belching and 
flatulence and gassy accumulation 
feeling generally, then heartburn 
or acid eructations into the 
mouth, anorexia, or absence of 
appetite and least frequent of all, 
nausea and vomiting. 

Now all of these symptoms are 
primarily reflex. A reflex is an 
impulse that originates at some 
point of irritability and goes 
through the nervous system and 
is there relayed to*some system 
of organs and there interpreted as 


a symptom indicating to the sub-. 


ject a disorder of the system of 
organs that is exhibiting the 
symptom. 

THE SYSTEM of organs which 
most commonly exhibit symptoms 
are the muscular system produc- 
ing the symptom fatigue, the 
heart and circulatory system pro- 
ducing the symptoms of palpita- 
tion or breathlessness and the di- 
gestive system producing dyspep- 
sia. Such symptoms presented to 
the astute diagnostician are 
merely an indication to him that 
he must find the real trouble, the 
point of irritation behind the 
aymptom. 

Most often in the case of dys- 
pepsia it is not exactly a disease 
such as gallstones, but a malad- 
justment or frustration in life, A 
fellow wants to paint like Rem- 
brandt, but has to be content with 
interior decorating. Or a gal would 
like to write a great novel, but 
all she attains is writing up the 
household accounts. Or he yearns 
for a divine creature named Guin- 
everea, but he gets one named 
Piety, or she visualizes life with 
Gary Cooper, but has to spend it 
with Albert, the popular insurance 
salesman, We can't all write a 
Gone With the Wind, but we can 
all take pepsin tablets. We can't 
all be geniuses, but we can all be 
dyspeptics. That is why it is so 
common. 

IT IS NOT REMARKABLE then 
that in the great army of dyspep- 
tics there are so many of these 
distrait, dreaming, impractical peo- 
ple. Thank heaven for the great 
army of plodding, unimaginative 
hewers of wood and drawers of 
water, those who cheerfully do 
the leg work of the world, who 
can eat anything, who are proud 
of their stomachs and bowels, or 
who never knew they had a stom- 
ach, those who think that soda is 
used only in baking, and believe 
Cascara is a town in Italy, 

If these considerations are true 
it would seem inevitable that the 
first and most important method 
of treatment for functional dys- 
pepsia is paychotherapy. It need 
not be an elaborate Freudian psy- 
coanalysis, in fact better not be, 
but can consist of simple explana- 
tion. Much of an internist’s time is 
spent convincing some unhappy 
individuals that just because they 
are full of gas it doesn’t mean they 
are going to float up to heaven. 

Take the symptom of heart 
burn. It is caused by the hydro- 
chioriec acid in the stomach re- 
gurgitating into the esophagus. 
There is probably immediately be- 
hind it an increased secretion of 
the normal hydrochloric acid in 
the stomach and the secretion of 
hydrochloric acid is controlled by 
nervous impulses. So then, what 
have been the unusual nervous im- 
pulses in your life lately that 
caused this secretion? By talking 
things out in this — a dys-

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Trouble Shooter for Canning Problems 
OCD Expert Warns That Canning Will Be More Important This Year Than Last.

O you remember, last fall, how 

D all your friends used to take 
you down to the basement, not 

to visit the wine cellar, or look 
at the stoker, or the new rathskel- 
ler furniture, but to admire the 
rows of fruit and vegetables the 
Little Woman had canned? If 
you didn’t respond with a glowing 
compliment about Mra, Smith's 
string beans, or admire Mra, 
Brown’s cold-packed tomatoes, 
you were in bad for the season. 
Now that many canned products 
are point free, the excitement 
about home-canned foods has sub- 
sided to a great extent, and the 
housewife is not so enthusiastic 
as she was last summer. But 
Mrs. Mabel Stewart, who will soon 


take up her new duties in the city 


QO. C. D. office in the Civil Courts 
Building, advising and encourag- 
ing housewives on homecanning, 
points out that this is the wrong 
attitude. She has facts and fig- 
ures to substantiate her predic- 
tion that home-canning is needed 
just as much now as it was a 
year ago. “Rationing will un- 
doubtedly be resumed by fall, and 
the strain on the local food sup- 
ply will be increased by the prog- 
ress of the invasion. Canning fac- 
tories will not be able to pack as 
much as they did last year, and 
the Government will take more of 
the canned products to feed the 
military and civilians abroad.” 

Mrs. Stewart, whose title is War 
Food Assistant, is “loaned” to the 
Consumers‘ Interest Committee of 
the O. C. D. office through the 
Extension Services of Missouri 
University. She will be on duty 
every morning in the Civil Courts 
Building from 9 a. m. to noon, be- 
ginning today, for two weeks. Aft- 
er that, she will be intermittently 
stationed at the O. C. D. office, 
throughout the summer, and will 
be on call to give demonatrations 
in canning to women’s clubs, home 
groups and others interested in 
home-canning. -She can always be 
reached to answer questions and 
give advice at the O. C. D. office

points out. “Government needs 
for canned vegetables for this 
year will be 86,200,000 cases as 
compared with 56,152,000 cases last 
season, The Government will 
take 365,600,000 cases of fruit this 
year, while they took 24,809,000 
cases last year. So you see, its 
no time to give up canning at 
home,” 


Mrs, Stewart, who is a pleasant, 
white-haired matron, practices 
what she preaches. A former 
teacher of home economics, she 
is the mother of two children, and 
has, for many seasons, canned all 
the fruit and vegetables needed 
for her family each year. “We es- 
timate that each member of a fam- 
ily will consume about 100 quarts 


— 


of course, the pickles, jellies and 
jams. This should be divided 
something like this: 30 quarts of 
tomato juice and tomatoes per per- 
aon, 20 quarts of green, leafy and 
yellow vegetables, and 50 quarts 
of other vegetables and fruits, 
depending upon their availability. 
Naturally, if you do not wish to 
depend entirely upon the ~ home- 
canned product to feed your fam- 
ily, it is not essential to can so 
much.” 


“Most important and also easi- 
est for the beginner to can are to- 
matoes,’ Mrs. Stewart explains. 
“We are told that because of the 
shortage of labor, and also a small- 
er amount of tomato acreage, the 
‘pack’ by commercial planta will be 
smaller this year, That means tha 


— oe

the home-canner must make up 
the shortage for their own needs. 
City women who have no place for 
a victory garden will find that to- 
matoes are easiest of all vegeta- 
bles to obtain at the market, and 
need not be canned so soon as is 
necessary for other fruits and 
vegetables. The safest rule for 
many other fruits and vegetables 
is—two hours from garden to stove 
-eto prevent spoilage. This, of 
course, is almost impossible for 
women who do not grow their 


‘own products.” 


“Fortunately, for the housewife, 
the government will shortly re- 
lease a good deal of new canning 
equipment—pressure cookers, wa- 
ter-bath equipment, more jars, 
rubbera, etc. For non-acid foods, 
(corn, string beans, asparagus), 
canning by pressure-cooker meth- 
od is the only method we can ad- 
vocate. When the water-bath 
method is used with tomatoes and 
fruits, extreme cleanliness, speed 
in canning, and proper handling 
of equipment will eliminate the 
‘luck’ women talk about, and 
chances of success will be good.” 

The canning accidents we read 
about last year will be largely 
eliminated this season, Mrs. Stew- 
art believes. So don’t bother tak- 
ing out accident insurance before 
you start stringing the beans. 
Women who had trouble last year 
probably misinterpreted direc- 
tions in oven canning, which Mrs. 
Stewart says is the most difficult 
of all types. “Be sure to read di- 
rections concerning the fitting of 
lids carefully before you attempt 
to use new jars,” is her warning. 
“Improper sealing will allow air 
to enter the jar, and cause spoijl- 
age.” 

You needn't bother about the 
dread effects of botulism, the 
food poisoning which certain im- 
properly processed fooda contain. 
It occurs very rarely in modern 
home-canning, Mra. Stewart as- 
sures us, and food which has a 
questionable color or odor may be 
boiled for ten minutes and eaten 
with safety. 

If you're worried about what to 
do next with that bushel of green 
peas you brought in from the 
country, and are having trouble 
with the strawberry jam, just get 
on the telephone and get in touch 
with Mrs, Stewart. She's the jocal 
trouble-shooter for all home-can- 
ning problema,
